The experiment has bean 
made there on a small scale for years 
past, with some degree of success."

of Mexicans and Indians alike. 
In 


'he many incursions of the Apaches 
ihe Timoches had lost a majority of 
their fighting men. and when by the 
effort of the Mexican and American 
forces tho Apaches n-ere finally sub- 
dued and Gcronimo and 
the 
other 


savages who for years had been lead- 
Ing them were properly 
Imprisoned, 


the Timoches settled down in their 
mountain homes to reunite the 
so- 


called families of their band and or- 
ganize tribal relations. Their habita- 
tions were mostly to the north of the 
town of Conception, now Guerrero, p.nd 
not far from tht line of the Chihuahua 
and Pacific railroad, now 
building. 


TSmosachic was a little town, which 
was looked upon as a sort of center of 
their stamping ground, and here they 
had built a church, which was served 
by a priest from the cathedral at Chi- 
huahua. 
The Timoches were differ- 


ent from any other Indians of West- 
ern Mexico, generally larger and fine- 
ly formed, their 
complexions 
were 


light and hair fine and different in 
color and texture from the ordinary 
Indian. The women, too, were of good 
figure and face, and in intelligence in 
advance of the Mexicans. They were 
most faithful 
in their religious ob- 


servances. and were marked for their 
steady conduct and good citizenship. 
During the year 1894 the Timoches 
were visited by a fanatical woman pre- 
tender. who. styling 
herself 
Santa 


Teresa, announced herself as having a. 
mission from heaves, and that the 
mission looked to the regeneration of 
Mexico through her agency. 
And the 


Timoches. the simple-hearted Indians. 
were attracted by ihe 
adventuress. 


who also claimed extraordinary heal- 
ing powers through Divine aid. The 
Indians docked to her standard and 
the demonstration became 
of 
such 


form 
that " the Mexican government 


sent an officer and a detachment of 
soldiers to arrest or summarily squelch 
Santa Teresa. The Timoches, acting 
under her orders, killed the soldiers, 
and the officer hurried back to Chi- 
huahua to carry the news. 
A large 


force was sent under the command of 
a colonel, and he was ki!le<J, as well 
as a greater part of his 
command. 


Then came the annihilation of 
the 


fanatic Timoches. The Mexican gov- 
ernment sent a large force of soldiers 
to avenge their comrades and to pun- 
ish the contumacious Indians. 
After 


a hot chase the entire tribe was cor- 
ralled In Timosachie, that had a church 
provided with primitive fortifications. 
The Mexicans brought up some artil- 
lery. and the cannon fire was followed 
hr the ye'.Is of dying women and chil- 
dren. but the Indians fought to the 
last, and one old woman, it is related. 
stood close to one of the portholes and 
said words of cheer to her aged liue- 
baad. and in turn to her five stalwart 
sons, and when they all fell, she called 
her two grandsons, boys of 12 and 14 
yoars of age, to aim the Winchesters at 
the foe, telling them that 
God had

he Timoehes settled down in their 
mountain homes to reunite the so- 
called families'of their band and or- 
ganize tribal relations, their habita- 
:ions were mostly to the north of the 
own of Concepcion. now Guerrero, and 
not far from the line of the Chihuahua 
and Pacific railroad, now 
building. 


Timosachic was a little town, which 
was looked upon as a sort of center of 
their stamping ground, and here they 
lad built a church, which was served 


a priest from the cathedral at Chi- 


iiiahua. 
The Timoches were differ- 


ent from any other Indians of West- 
ern Mexico, generally larger and nne- 
y formed, their 
complexions 
were 


light and hair fine and different in 
color and texture from the ordinary 
Indian. The women, too. were of good 
figure and face, and in intelligence in 
advance of the Mexicans. They were 
most faithful in their religious ob- 
servances, and were marked for their 
steady conduct and good citizenship. 
During the year I.8S4 the Timoches 
•were visited by a fanatical woman pre- 
tender, who, styling 
herself 
Santa 


Teresa, announced herself as having a 
mission from heaveu. and that the 
mission looked to the regeneration of 
Mexico through her agency. And the 
Timoehes. the simple-hearted Indians, 
were attracted by the 
adventuress, 


who also claimed extraordinary heal- 
ing powers through Divine aid. The 
Indians flocked to her standard and 
tfee demonstration became 
of 
such 


form that "the Mexican government 
sent an officer and a detachment of 
soldiers to arrest or summarily squelch 
Santa Teresa. The Timoches, acting 
under her orders, killed the soldiers, 
and the officer hurried back to Chi- 
huahua lo carry the news. 
A large 


force was sent under the command of 
a colonel, and he was killed, as well 
as a greater part of his 
command. 


Then came thft annihilation of 
the 


fanatic Timoches. The Mexican gov- 
ernment sent a large force of soldiers 
to avenge their comrades and to pun- 
ish the contumacious Indians, 
After 


a hot chase the entire tribe wag cor- 
ralled in Timosachie. that had a church 
provided with primitive fortifications. 
The Mexicans brought up some artil- 
lery, and the cannon fire was followed 
by the yells of dying women and chil- 
dren, but the Indians fought to the 
last, and one old woman, it is related, 
stood close to one of the portholes and 
said words of cheer to her aged hue- 
band, and in turn TO her five stalwart 
sons, and when they all fell, she called 
her two grandsons, boys of 12 and 14 
years of age. to aim the Winchesters at 
the foe. telling them that 
God had 


honored their fathers with a glorious 
end.

Dividend Was Declared. 


When 


New York, October 20.—The direc- 


tors of the Lake Erie and Western 
railroad company met in this city to- 
day and declared a regular quarterly 
dividend of 11-4 per cent, on the pre- 
ferred stock. 


For several weeks past the street 


has been fall of rumors that the divi- 
dend would either be reduced to a 
four per cent, annual basis, or else 
passed altogether, and on these the 
preferred 
stock has recently de- 


clined sharply. Prior to the announce- 
ment of the dividend the preferred 
stock dropped to 53 from 60 1-4 at the 
close yesteiday, a fall of 7 1-4 points. 
On August 19 last the shares sold as 
high as S3, so that this morning's de- 
cline represented a fall of just 30 
points from the best figure of the 
year. 


When it became known after mid- 


day that the regular dividend was to 
be paid the preferred stock jumped 10 
points suddenly from the low price to 
63. and ruled about that figuri: during 
the greater part of the afternoon.
